Building Students’ Attitudes 


person’s attitude his orientation 
mind. The attitudes our students, in- 
dividually and collectively, constitute the 
mental state, the morale the class. 
Attitudes not just happen; they 
not drift into the mind; they are ac- 
quired; they are induced. person’s atti- 
tudes, those intangible determiners cer- 
tain concepts his mind giving specific 
character his viewpoints truth and 
his outlook life, are developed both 
consciously and unconsciously. 

The two basic elements conscious 
attitude building are the psychological and 
the ethical. Mutual understanding between 
teacher and student, the confidence the 
teacher has the essential value the 
student and his willingness personally 
element. will enable the 
teacher influence the student’s ideals 
principles the direction conduct. 
The ethical element consists the formu- 
lation and choice ideals and principles. 

What the teacher knows determines 
extent will inform, and what the 
determines how will form 
mold his students.

Attitudes, like enthusiasm, communicate 
themselves. They are caught rather than 
taught. The teacher’s attitudes 
vasive. Like aroma, they precede him, 
accompany him, and linger after him. They 
project themselves into the minds his 
students. Thus unconscious attitude build- 
ing the classroom begins and never 
ends. The teacher characterized sincerity 
purpose, spirit good will toward 
the school, those authority, his col- 
leagues, the students, the program the 
school, curricular and extracurricular, un- 
knowingly counteracts antagonisms. 
promotes co-operation, that indefinable ele- 
ment that constitutes the harmony 
school life school spirit, call it. 

Sound mental hygiene the classroom 
requires that students enjoy modicum 
contentment, and work atmos- 
phere intellectual and emotional 
bility. This calls for intelligent direction 
and firm, kind leadership. 
ceptive truth, and wills “consenting 
come under governance,” these are the two 
conditions that give poise and 
level” the class. Influencing students 
the direction willing acceptance 
classroom instruction and authority the 
crucial ridge the problem education. 
achieve this happy result the educator 
needs threefold mastery: subject 
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matter, “human engineering,” and 
the art teaching. 


Understanding Students’ Problems 

Education cannot rid itself the obli- 
gation dealing with emotional problems. 
Obviously, the behavior our students 
related all the situations and prob- 
lems they meet the various areas and 
circumstances their lives. They come 
school with attitudes “organized through 
experience”! outside school attitudes 
that tend upset their emotional balance. 
The teacher has need emotional sta- 
bility establish and help maintain the 
equilibrium. One his best assets 
acquired habit thought that will 
the mainspring friendliness toward the 
students and sincere desire 
help them. The students’ concept 
the ideal character teacher ought 
be: “One who has warm human affection, 
well volitional, helpful love toward 
all the students with whom comes 
contact.” 

Every teacher knows that before can 
hope influence the thinking and behavior 
students must gain their confidence. 
must make himself acceptable them, 
become accessible them, and make his 
services available them. Trying under- 
stand the the students brings 
greater dividends than taking care 
problem students. Both these needs require 
our attention and more time than alloted 
classroom periods. Nevertheless the 
duty every teacher have concern 
for the mental health 
Formation the young includes educating 
the emotions well training the mind.

Guiding Students’ Free Reading 

The greatest controlling force the 
classroom motivation, the stimulus 
learning.

the last analysis, learning 
tivity, and motivation self-motivation. 
for lack goal that some students 
not succeed their learning? Unless, 
making the attack his learning, the 
learner can envision end attained 
the learning, probably will not learn. 
requires fixed purpose, kept before 
the mind, give continuity learning. 


Motivation gives the student self-starter. 
engenders interest, purpose, and the 
ability make sustained effort. goal 
gives sense direction and continuity 
the classroom activity. The poet’s line 
should better read: the goal that 
determines the set the soul.” 

Our students need stimulation and direc- 
tion for their recreational reading. Indi- 
vidual guidance, suggesting character-build- 
ing books can lead them think for 
themselves, judge for themselves, and 
decide for themselves. Many John and 
Mary, trying read the high school 
level, “can’t read” for more than the 
story, mere entertainment. They lack 
the insight read between the lines. 
They not know how make the 
application from the situations, characters, 
and principles that could throw light 
their life, conflicts, and problems, and 
redirect their conduct. 

Reading for enjoyment affords some 
the best practical mental hy- 
giene for young people. interested

The emotional 
impact while reading romances relaxed 
state mind, comparable the speed- 
the emotions, especially the young, 
during certain dangerous conditions in- 
timacy. The instincts, impulses, 
clinations tend overrule reason, con- 
science, and restraint.

Bibliotherapy can serviceable 
the school the guidance center ior 
developing desirable thought and behavior 
patterns. Through identification with strik- 
ing personalities the story, the young 
reader absorbs unconsciously into his own 
personality the principles those about 
whom reads. more easily makes 
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his own the ideals the hero whose 
exploits becomes absorbed, than the 
principles presented him with logical 
cogency. What realizes through re- 
flective reading crystallizes into principles. 
This induced knowledge outweighs specula- 
tion. immediately apprehended with- 
out recourse reasoning. 

Crystallized principles lead what 
termed “thoughtless imitation,” or, “ra- 
selection.” Dom Thomas Verner 
Moore Personal Mental Hygiene says: 
“Some these principles tend become, 
time, quasireflex determiners con- 
duct. They will come into play when 
instincts drive action contrary sound 
principles and when the will alone can 
lead the mind come face face with 
its true ideals and principles.” 

Principles conduct supported ideals 
are inadequate for governing the mental 
world. Quasireflex determiners conduct

world impulses, instincts, and sensory 
charm. Realizations which come through 
reading with reflection, strongly tinctured 
with emotion, have dynamic power for 
driving the will action. The teacher who 
leading students arrive convictions 
equipping them with dynamo for con- 
verting mental energy into moral energy; 
for translating principles and ideals into 
actions 

The mental hygiene the classroom 
implies student guidance facilitating 
service. consists mainly cultivating 
and redirecting the students’ attitudes, 
arousing interest the subject matter, 
recognizing students’ problems that threaten 
interference with their learning, and con- 
trolling the emotional balance the 
group.

out with the kindergarten class Notre Dame 
Academy, Staten Island, 
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maintains hygienic, wholesome en- 
vironment for the child. Games, rhythms, 
music help the child build many habits 
and skills which enable him grow so- 
cially well physically. Alternating 
periods activity and quiet are charac- 
teristic the modern kindergarten. For, 
while the five-year-old needs and demands 
activity, also needs rest and quiet.

curriculum fulfill these objectives, the 
teacher plans schedule which possesses 
reascnable consistency and security from 
day day, yet allows interpretation and 


variation according individual child 
needs and abilities. The teacher maintains 
standards specific enough for each child 
understand, yet general enough suit 
individuals. She forms personal relation- 
ships with her pupils and exerts strong 
influence their moral and social growth. 
The kindergarten which lacks good and 
efficient guidance ends confusion and 
chaos. 
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The New Approach Reading, the basic 
program which includes phonics 
integral factor reading instruction, 
been introduced into the schools the 
successful experimental study. Conse- 
the reading program grade one 
daily program phonics for 
minutes for each reading group, both 
morning and afternoon during the first 
semester. The afternoon period during the 
second semester devoted formal read- 
ing instruction with the basal readers. 

The orientation the child entering 
first grade reading class, since the adoption 
the new system, has for its core the 
letters the alphabet —the signs which 
direct the child produce the sounds 
our language. Therefore, order initiate 
auditory and visual discrimination, the rote 
alphabet the first item taught the 
program phonics. 


Alphabet and Vowels 

prepare for this instruction, large- 
sized alphabet border primary and sec- 
ondary colors, with the vowel letters 
red, has been placed above the front black- 
board. This colorful border maintains its 
conspicuous position throughout the year. 

further aid this instruction, the 
teacher has large alphabet flash cards, 
pocket chart, and small individual flash 
cards, with the capital letter one side 
and the small letter the other, for each 
member the group. These small flash 
cards, which are distributed each child 
the letters the alphabet are mastered, 
provide useful technique for recall games 
and other pleasant activities. 

presenting the alphabet rote, the 
teacher points out capital the color- 
ful alphabet border, tells the child that the 
capital and has this informa- 
tion repeated many individual members 
the class. The teacher letters the capital 
the blackboard, presents the 
large flash card, traces the air, and 
the pocket chart. Each pres- 
entation and motor activity accompanied 
the repetition the name the letter. 
Individual members the 
each presentation with verbal and 
motor responses. 

After few days drill, the class may 
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divided into three groups. This group- 
ing based the ability which the in- 
dividual child has displayed the recogni- 
tion the various letters the alphabet 
and forms normal curve distribution. 

Within few weeks the child knows the 
names each letter the alphabet, can 
say the letters sequence, recognizes the 
letters mixed drill, and understands that 
there are letters the alphabet. The 
child knows, also, that the letters 
are the vowels and that all the other 
letters the alphabet are classified 
consonants. Furthermore, this drill has 
given the child training left-to-right 
eye movements, training which prepares 
him attack the printed symbols our 
printed page.

Since training auditory and visual dis- 
crimination must developed acquire 
power the phonetic analysis words, 
the next sequential presentation the 
sound each consonant. These sounds are 
taught according the methods suggested 
the Daily Phonetic Lesson Plans. 
Leonard Bloomfield, the master linguist, 
explained that:

must have ingrained habit producing 
the sounds one’s language. 


this habit which must set the 
child who acquire the art reading. 
pursue any other course, are merely 
delaying him until acquires this habit 
spite our bad guidance.? 

order balance properly the empha-

Herein the New Approach Reading 
strikingly different from the older so- 
called phonetic methods reading instruc- 
tion. There are phonograms 
and the consonant sounds obscure vowel 
sounds are never presented isolation. 
Rather the combination presented all 
times whole word. 

facilitate the development each 
short vowel sound, the teacher has chart 
which contains illustrations each sound. 
For instance, the picture apple 
used for the short vowel sound Con- 
sequently, presenting the short vowel 
sound the teacher points the pic- 
ture the chart and pronounces many 
words that have short for the initial 
sound, such apple, animal, Alice. The 
child told that these words begin with 
short and that will hear also 
the words cat, fat, hat. After few 
repetitions and verbal responses the teacher 
challenges the child think word 
that rhymes with cat. 

Witness the fact that since the child 
knows the concept rhyme, recognizes 
the names and sounds the consonants, 
the only new element contained the 
challenge the short vowel sound. 

the child “discovers” new rhyming 
word and tells what letters hears it, 
visualize.

for instance hat h-a-t, the word let- 
tered the blackboard for the class 
word, small flash cards are distributed 
which these same words appear. The child 
matches his card with the word the 
blackboard, finds the wall chart, and 
lines the card the pocket chart.

it. Thus through the motor and verbal re- 
sponses the fusion the auditory and 
visual perception expedited, matter 
paramount importance learning skillful 
recognition printed symbols. 


Big Words From Little Words 

The next step the systematic, se- 
quential program phonics the pres- 
entation the little rhyming words ex- 
panded into big words such 
mattress, Vatican. The child listens 
the big word and responds saying and 
spelling the little word hears the be- 
gining the word. After this auditory 
drill, the words are lettered the black- 
board and some the group may under- 
line the little word recognized the be- 
ginning much the word they 
can recognize. Usually the end the 
first semester the alert child will attempt 
unlock the whole word. 

Each combination the short vowel 
which there are least twelve, well 
the other short vowels, rhymed 
the same systematic manner. This pro- 
cedure becomes, not merely formal ex- 
ercise but dynamic process building 
word power for the child.

Reading was attributed the learning 
one sound for each letter, the learning 
rhyming words, and the daily recall.

Whatever the judgment may pass such attitude re- 
garding teaching general, deplorable attitude the 
religion class, where the students should feel that their teachers 
are leading them joy—not only deep lasting 
joy far the future, but joy here and now. They should regard 
St. Paul wished the Corinthians regard him and his 
companions, “fellow workers your joy” Cor. 1:23). 


Why Fellow Workers Joy 

teachers religion are God’s heralds. Our message 
the joyful tidings God’s infinite love for and our in- 
calculable riches Christ. “Behold what manner love the 
Father has bestowed us, that should called children 
God and has not yet appeared what shall be” Jn. 
All these precious gifts are ours even now although 
they are only the seed much more magnificent future. 

Fidelity our apostolate demands that present Christian 
doctrine “good news great joy” (Lk. 2:10) which should 
lift our own hearts and the hearts our hearers, filling them 
with deep joy and peace. Such response will depend much 
the manner which announce the message. heralds our 
Lord, are trustees His message. must not only transmit 
correctly His doctrines, but must also bring out clearly and 
impressively the central idea the message and its spirit. Sup- 
pose, for example, that client gives over trust officer 
trustee estate including magnificent stone mansion exquisite 
beauty and cheerfulness, transmitted the heir the client. 
But, instead the trustee tears down the palace, and uses the stones 
build immense windowless cellar, which gives the heir. 
Our Lord has entrusted not cellar, not single stones, but 
splendid palace full light and life, namely the joyful tidings 
the Kingdom God (Mk. 1:14; Lk. 9:2, 6). Our students, 
therefore, have right receive from not merely stones, not 
merely cellar, however large and solid may be, but bright, 
jovful palace. are lead them into deeper insight into the 
mystery Christ and fuller appreciation the beauty, 
grandeur, and happiness the Christian life. 

even more important now than former times that 
messengers Christian doctrine fulfill our task “fellow 
workers joy” and that the message give perceived 
our audience “good news.” The truth this assertion 
apparent when compare the situation our students 
with that Catholic youth fifty years ago. You may say that 
the life Catholic youth today much easier than was 
years ago; then they had work hard, now they have 
comfortable life with many pleasures and luxuries formerly 
unknown. Easier? yes, the life your students much 
easier now from secular point sometimes too easy 
—but easier now fine Catholic without any com- 
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promise the Catholic way life? you understand your 
students and enjoy their most American Sisters 
you know their difficulties and dangers, and you are forced 
admit that much more difficult avoid compromises 
now than was fifty years ago. 


Give the Students Motives 

How can lead our students determination live the 
Christian life generously without any compromise? Can 
enumerating the point boredom the big and 
tinuous sacrifices they must make order avoid such com- 
promises? They already know that, and they know not only 
from our theoretical teaching, but from their own daily 
What they need, now more than ever before, are effective 
motives make these sacrifices not just occasionally but con- 
stantly, not grudgingly but generously. They must get these 
motives from the “good news” you present them. Show them 
the beauty and happiness thoroughly Christian life. Make 
them experience these riches, this happiness. fellow worker 
their joy! 


Promote Joy and Love 

You owe your own sublime religious vocation, the 
womanly character the girls you teach, and the manly 
character the boys, present and explain Christian doctrine 
the joyful message God’s infinite love for us, and Christ’s 
invitation genuine love Him return. Whatever you do, 
including your teaching, you religious, our Lord’s 
spouse. your special privilege announce others the 
divine love our Lord for them and lead them return 
Him deep and generous Christian love. You are called 
fellow workers the deepest and most sublime joy 
the human heart able experience: divine love. true 
spouse our Lord you are once both happy and sad: happy 
because the undeserved, inexhaustible love our Lord; sad 
the shortcomings your own love. the light Christ’s 
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love you feel how little your own heart and how incompetent 
you are return His love. But your apostolate teaching offers 
excellent opportunity compensate some way for the 
insufficiency your love the love you promote others. 
Help your students understand how deeply the Lord loves 
them and how much desires them happy. Thus you 
will bring them genuine happiness. When you teach girls, re- 
member that women are especially gifted for love. Christian 
teachers you must develop this special gift and direct the 
right object; win them for our Lord. When you teach boys 
remember that our Lord calls them manly men—to 
cultivate their manly virtues whatever avocation they may 
pursue life.

This joyful atmosphere cannot obtained force joy and 
love are never the result must come from your 
own joyful and pleasant personality. The joyful tidings our 
Lord demand joyful messenger. How will 
react they hear you publicizing day day the only way 
genuine and lasting happiness, and observe from your face and 
from your general behavior that you are not really happy? 
like man with badly swollen jaw selling “sure cure” for 
toothache. Your students must perceive your conversation, 
your conduct, and your whole personality that your doc- 
trine really the true way happiness. you are not happy, 
you will not able conceal from your students. You have 
strict obligation, therefore, really happy your vocation, 
happy your Lord, and show that happiness. Sister who 
unable form this happy, open personality should transfer 
contemplative order. There she may help Mother Church 
very much her own penances, and perhaps also the 
sacrifices she inflicts her fellow Sisters, but she should not 
teach the good news our Lord. 

When worked China, met fine religious superior, 
excellent disciplinarian, pious man, but too severe with himself, 
and sometimes with his subjects. Since his austerity course 
time marked his face and his whole conduct, his associates 
gave him the nickname “the walking purgatory.” cer- 
tainly not ideal for superior “walking purgatory,” 
but would still worse for Sister who must day day 
teach the joyful tidings our Lord cheerful young people. 
How could “walking purgatory” even 
judgment” ever effectively proclaim the doctrine happiness? 
Only “walking heaven” can it. Not everyone born 
heaven” earth but, since our Lord has called 
you His messenger heavenly life and happiness, 
certainly will help you form your personality accordingly. 

Moreover, not only our young people want 
teacher, but your divine Spouse wants you happy and 
express your fine and deep religious happiness your behavior. 
Not even earth there bridegroom who wants have 
bride “walking purgatory” and not rather “walking 
heaven.” happy spouse our Lord and you will 
excellent herald His joyful tidings and your students will 
see and feel that you are truly “fellow worker their joy.” 
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Lent springtime for the Christian 
ife. The season Christ’s glorious Res- 
must reflected the children 
light the new life spring reflects 
tself the children this world. Christ’s 
Resurrection must liberate the Christian 
‘or new and more vigorous life 
frees nature from the inactivity 
winter. “As Christ risen from the 
lead the glory the Father, 
ilso may walk newness (Rom. 
6:4). 

Christ Himself suggested the relation 
spring nature and His Resur- 
rection. amen say you, unless 
the grain wheat falling into the ground 
die, itself remaineth alone. But die, 
bringeth forth much fruit” (Jn. 
The essential condition nature spring 
planting for new and fruitful life also 
the law for Christ’s Resurrection. 

St. Paul, following this plan the Mas- 
ter, does not separate the death and the 
Resurrection Christ. applying this 
glorious mystery Christ rising from the 
tomb Christian life, the Apostle care- 
ful show the vital relation death 
believe that shall live also together 
with Christ. you also reckon, 
that you are dead sin, but alive unto 
God, Christ Jesus our Lord” (Rom.

The Church goes toward the Easter 
mystery Christ moved toward His Res- 
urrection.

What spiritual boost 
for child battling with bad temper 
struggling keep his purity untouched 
remember that every new routing 
Satan gives place the victorious Christ 
who battling with him and for him. 
The Missal emphasizes the many virtues 
the new life practiced the 
Christian. Ash Wednesday, the Collect 
emphasizes fasting, the following day 
emphasizes prayer, and Friday the 
first week Lent, with 
Church SS.

The stational churches provide the 
key for this understanding. study 
these churches could made more in- 
teresting assigning the stational church 
each day the seven weeks Lent 
seven children, and letting each report 
the significance the choice each 
church. Another profitable project would 
have students make enlargements 
the plan Rome found the 
Andrew Daily Missal and have the chil- 
dren locate the various stational churches. 

The missal furnishes sufficient informa- 
tion these churches for the child who 
beginner. The alert teacher will have 
several good suggestions for supplementary 
sources for her own use and for that 
the more advanced student. The most com- 
plete source book for this study Cardinal 
Schuster’s Sacramentary. 

Catholic educators must not forget that 
the true grace life the student, from 
grade school through college, must draw its 
power from Holy Mass, the sacraments, 
and from deeper understanding the 
meaning the liturgy applied our 
function the life the Mystical Body. 
Young people must learn put first things 
first, order able choose freely 
the things that are worthy them chil- 
dren God. 

Another way keeping the children 
conscious the radiating power their 
morning Mass write prominent 
blackboard, the Prayer which best fits the 
day and use this prayer the 
munity before after recess 
periods. With help the children will learn 
find the pertinent thoughts these 
prayers and they will able choose the 
most appropriate prayer from the day’s 
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Mass. Children also enjoy dramatizing the 
scenes from the Epistles and Gospels, 
scenes from them and narrating 
the events.

The Church joyously anticipates 
great harvest souls she will reap 
Eastertime, through the sacraments 
baptism and penance. must also teach 
that even the Way the Cross 
not depressive, for the way leading 
victory. Christ does not hang the 
cross total defeat, His enemies would 
have it, but glorious King, reigning 
over all the world. Even Holy Thurs- 
day, Christ enters upon His Passion the 
Church sings, “But behooves glory 
the Cross our Lord Jesus Christ, 
Whom our salvation, life and resurrec- 
tion” (Introit). 


Liturgy and Clothes 


Even the matter wearing new clothes 
Easter will take different meaning

Newman, “they haven’t been taught, 
and they are too ashamed say they 
could learn mathematics just start- 
ing over.” 

Much would like delve into 
the million word re-creation the 
many sides mathematics and mathe- 
maticians through the ages from Archi- 
medes down Einstein, compiled 
years, and say something about 
Mr. Newman’s own 125,000 words 
introductions and 100,000 words arti- 
cles, resist and turn the compiler 
himself. does not think himself 


writer. Nor does think often 
mathematics now that the job 
done. His interest elsewhere. “I’m 
more interested society and human 
beings. The social implications the 
control atomic energy that’s much 
more important.”

There 
is, too, chapter “on the unreason- 
ableness mathematics, and there are 
some very clever machines based 


mathematics such chess player and 
there is, course, the intimate re- 
lation with automats. This probably 
enough reveal the extraordinary cul- 
tural, curious, intellectual, and practical 
ramifications mathematics. Every 
school ought have the World 
Mathematics and every teacher 
ever she teaches should regularly browse 
it. And always remember the

GREAT AUTHORS HAVE WRITTEN 
INTENTIONAL NONSENSE 


Mr. Johnson observes that does 
not recall single book intentional 
nonsense the lists except possibly 
few for infants. This so, though 
Johnson observes: “As for famous au- 
thors who have written 
nonsense and gloried it, there are 
Swinburne and Longfellow, Dr. Samuel 
Johnson, Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes, 
Shakespeare, Tennyson, Thackeray,

Kipling, Charles Lamb, Goldsmith, and 
many others. All these have just 
much right schoolroom when they 
are their nonsensical moods when 
they are solemn.” 


NONSENSE ADDING SPICE LIFE

The will moves toward the good. the 
confused thinking the adolescent, this 
may often only apparent good and 
not real good, true; nevertheless, 
teacher attempting bludgeon the will 
his students into subjection will never 
succeed guiding them toward what 
most valuable life, real spiritual values. 
Morals are directives choosing 
ends; harp continually upon 
means while neglecting present the 
goal something worth the striving, 
foolish making gold and silver end 
itself. The beauty supernatural truth 
and the reward attaining will move 
the student long after has left the 
classroom, while the bulldozing method 
will arouse antagonism not only for the 
teacher but for religion well. see, 
therefore, that obstacles and opportunities 
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lie the budding powers the adolescent 
body and soul. 


Emotional Problems

Often the shaken youth, feeling 
special case, broods over his troubles and 
withdraws into himself more and more.

externally emotional boy rarity. 
looks upon emotion generally 
word, unmanly. The male 
the passionate sex, yet, paradoxically, the 
man wont appear impervious emo- 
tion. The boy, father the man, bears 
witness this nature. religion classes 
often manifest. 

That boys not gush over our care- 
fully prepared religion lessons, that they 
seem impervious that they 
not run off masse monasteries 
does not mean that they are unaffected 
what say. the seed planted, the 
mission has been accomplished 
and should expect greater tangible 
reward. Sound instruction dogma, moral, 
and worship may have more profound 
God’s ways are not always man’s ways; 
and the “popular” teacher who receives 
his reward this life may more in- 
terested his own work than God’s. 


Trust God 


What, then, can teacher religion 
measure his accomplishment? Very 
little, afraid; for who sees 
secret will reward secret. Persevering 
effort preparation lessons, profes- 
sional interests kept alive, reasonable 
striving for better methods, and, above 
aims will essential and valuable the

our classrooms are frequently those 
with the greatest intelligence. tend 
teach the average boys.” From another 
viewpoint, the talented student some- 
times discipline problem because 
bored with mediocre teaching and wants 
real challenge his ability and his energy. 
Teaching high class difficult 
assignment for any teacher. must pre- 
pare; must alert; must always 
ahead his class. 

The low placement school 
general testing program could result from 
failure meet the needs the superior 
student. Since the teacher directing 
himself more the average boy and 
sometimes even the last the room, 
becomes unaware the highest talent 
who might content enough coast 
along.

Using the Textbook 


first recommendation for the talented 
student chemistry high-level text- 
book, one that has goodly supply 
exercises and problems challenge stu- 
dents their varying levels ability. 
The good teacher moves swiftly over 
the introductory chapters history, defini- 
tions, and similar materials, insisting, how- 
ever, that the boys read the pages. Simple 
quizzes the matter will indicate the 
degree study that done. Emphasis 
placed symbols, formulas, valence, 
equations, and the fundamental mathemat- 
ics chemistry. Exercises are plentiful, 
both the classroom and for homework. 
Difficult problems are studied class, 
that the proper methods are learned. 

Some whole chapters, for example, the 
halogens, might given reading as- 
signments for homework with little 
written work. first, many students will, 
doubt, omit the reading. But quiz 
the following day will inform them that 
negligence costly. The particular class 
mentioned above suffered about per 
cent failure the first quiz, which was 
corrected and graded the students 
the same day was taken. the second 
day the results were not much better. But 
after week such assigned reading, 
followed the inevitable and inexorable 
quiz, the grades did improve unbelievably. 
Thenceforward, assigned reading was 
taken seriously. With much the de- 
scriptive material thus cleared away, there 
more time for the mathematics 
chemistry. 

Besides the little quizzes, good 
give periodic examinations more 
extended nature. For this purpose, book- 
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let “Objective Tests Chemistry” 
Baisch and Gladieux (Oxford Book Co.) 
excellent. Individual tests may torn 
out and administered the end unit 
study. Repeated tests are not relished 
the students, but they serve the dual 
purpose discovering progress made 
students and also keeping students 
condition, say, exacting topnotch 
performance. the end the semester. 
examination may given that would 
graded according national ratings. 
Good results achieved this manner are 
encouraging both the student and the 
teacher.

Aristocrat 

was just about twice the age 
the average fifth sixth grader when 
came America. When was your 
eleven— what preparation 
was making for his unusual and event- 
ful career? Certainly not what one would 
suspect. was nobleman, his ancestors 
were great landowners well great 
fighters; but the boy Gilbert was 
dilapidated castle, under the care 
his father’s mother and priest 
who taught him. The castle was shabby, 
yes but all around were fields and for- 
ests and farms that belonged his family. 
And the peasants who cared for these 
fields and forests and farms were not free 
move away they did not like that 
sort work. They were and 
belonged the noble landowners, bound 
supply these noblemen with food, 
clothing and service. was state 
affairs sad the slavery that was 
such disgrace our own country. How- 
ever, the difference was that even the 
time the Revolution the best minds 
our country were concerned with better- 
ing this condition, whereas the Europeans 
had intention changing the situation. 

the main, the noblemen were kind 
their serfs. Many saintly lady nursed 
them, bound their wounds, taught their 
children. Many generous marquis 
duke lord made his peasants happy 
and eager serve him loyally. But re- 
member the well-being the “common 
people” depended absolutely the no- 
bility. The peasants could not set 
their own business, move the city,

Appropri- 
ately, was named “Victory.” sailed 
away, first San Sebastian Spain, 
then finally after eluding those who tried 
force him back Paris, crossed 
the ocean.

The heads papier-maché are fun 
make you like get your hands dirty.

The whole 
thing was then mixed with wallpaper paste;

Costumes were made from scraps 
cloth brought from home taken back- 
stage. best use soft, lightweight 
materials and loosely fitted around the 
puppet’s joints and neck allow 
freedom movement. 


committee boys constructed the 
stage. used table, five two feet, 
adding sides two feet high. rod was at- 
tached across the for the curtains 
and another one across the back which 
the sceneries were hung. 


Scenery and Decorations 

The boys obtained cardboard the 
freight station which they covered with 
flat paint, excellent base for tempera 
painting. These colorful sceneries enlivened 
our puppet stage and the perspective draw- 
ings gave vivid impression depth. 

Now, everything was ready and the 
show was on. Last spring gave four 
performances. There was excellent team- 
work and that why the play ran 
smoothly. One boy unanimously 
elected stage manager and assisted the two 
manipulators; another ran the recorder; 
two more were charge the curtains. 
One checked the puppet strings and handed 
the marionettes the operators, while 
two changed the sceneries and arranged 
the props.
